An article appeared in the Toronto Star (Aug. 18, 86) 
called “Aftermath of a Cult" which supposedly dealt with 
what the media and others have defined as cults - the 
moonies, krishnas, etc. Undoubtedly, groups like these are 
cults, but what the article revealed, perhaps 
unintentionally, is that the everyday lives of people on 
this planet are being manipulated by a much larger and 
dangerous cult. We can call this cult the "Death Cult"; a 
cult controlled and operated by the authority of the state 
and all its elements - the police, the media, and violence. 
By carefully reading this article you can see quite clearly 
that the researchers and psychologists are describing not 
only the small fragmented groups of cults, but the 
everyday life and existence of the average person in this 
society. Taking the most pertinent and relevant 
information in the article, you will see very clearly the 
manipulation of people by authority. 


Therapists are calling the negative effects that cults have 
on people “information disease". The researchers who 
studied the effects of cult environments describe a list of 
symptoms that occur "not by drugs or germs or physical 
abuse, but from a manipulation of information ." We have 
to ask ourselves who controls the media? Certainly not 
you or I, but corporations with direct or indirect links to 
“the state. The information processed on TV and in 
newspapers is manipulated to serve the interests of 


en a's big business and their policies.

Television, radio and newspapers are filled with so much 
material, the bulk of which is completely useless. News 
reports are kept to five, ten or fifteen or so seconds. 
People are constantly being fed doses of advertising and 
news, most of which is filled with violence, that their 
brains become desensitized and they cannot fully process 
the information. How many people, after hearing a ten 
second report on the ‘death toll' in South Africa, sit back 
and think about it?

According to the researchers, the person within a cult 
“begins to accept everything heard seen , or felt.” If the 
news or the government says a certain bombing is a 
terrorist action and the Contras are freedom fighters, well 
that must be so, right? 


"The barrage of information, along with little sleep, 
excessive meditation, rituals and chanting, long hours of 
study, group living and poor nutrition, create dangers 
unique to cult involvement", says a psychiatrist at Harvard 
Medical School. Now analyzing this step by step, we see 
that these situations are not unique to the cult 
environments: “The barrage of information ..."- like that 
which our media serves us; "... along with little sleep, 
excessive meditation ..."- both of which can be attributed 
to the television. I would call the 7.4 hours spent in front 
of a TV, which is the average daily consumption of North 
Americans, as excessive meditation - the screen turns on 
and the mind turns off! "... rituais and chanting ..."= like 
the ritual of any (organized) religious praying, and the 
chanting of the national (or sports) anthems; "... long 
hours of study ..."- or alternately, long hours of work; "... 
group living ..."- perhaps such as experienced by living in 
crowded urban cities or isolated rural communities; "... 
and poor nutrition ..."- perhaps such as McDonald's and 
Coke, to name two staples of the North American diet. 


Okay now it gets interesting! The researchers defined a 
cult on the basis of four primary factors: 1) “It has a 
Seema : 


followers can identify." Does this sound like any world or 
religious leaders you know of? 2) "It has a doctrine 
that the leader claims will solve major personal and world 
problems.” No clarification needed there! 3) "Fairly 
stringent rules guiding all aspects of behaviour." Perhaps 
like the Moral Majority? - No homosexual activity; no 
display of emotions in men; no loud music or ‘punk rock’, 
especially with graphic lyrics; no nudity; etc., etc. And 4) 
"An ongoing company of like-minded peers." Well, there 
are certainly an abundance of ‘authorities’ with racist, 
homophobic, and imperialist-type of views. 


Among the most common of emotional effects on cult 
members were depression, loneliness and violent outbursts 
- all of which are in clear abundance in our so-called 
civilized life. 


According to Dr. Michael Zales, chief of psychiatry at 
Greenwich Hospital in Conneticut: "In exchange for 
giving over the direction of their lives to the group, the 
members do not have to act individually on their 
aggressions. The cult does it for them." That's extremely 
close to saying: In exchange for giving over the control of 
their lives to government, the voters do not have to take 
any responsibility for themselves. They don't have to 
think - the government does it for them. 


The article goes on to explain that some people, after 
leaving cults, go through a deprogramming process, ` 
undoubtedly performed by psychiatrists and psychologists 
who have much knowledge of the ‘workings’ of the human 
mind. What they are doing when they deprogram a mind is 
not simply taking out a cult program; they are replacing 
that program with another one - one that says "Obey the 
authority of government, of police, of doctors, lawyers, 
judges, etc.! Don't break laws! Fear god! Haye 
heterosexual relationships! And conform to society! 
Indeed, the therapists suspect(!) that perhaps people who 
leave cults want to "fall in love and raise a family, or 
work for money"! 


jom "Asia final note, perhaps there is hope for the future; hope 


for the many humans caught up in the manipulation of 
this Death Cult known as society. Studies suggest that 
there*is a period of "snapping" - a brief or spontaneous 
period whereby a person in a cult comes back to his or her 
original state of awareness. Sometimes the process is a 
graded one of a few days to a few months. We can only 
hope. 


For more information, turn off and get rid of your 
television set, and start questioning authority. It really 
isn't that difficult to do.

A Photo-Word Journal. 


One of the major events that took place in my life 
recently was a 2 1/2-month journey into the United 
States, beginning near the end of Feb. and continuing 
until the middle of May. There were three of us together - 
Kenn, Michael and myself - travelling in a VW Minibus 
(complete with numerous technical and mechanical 
problems) and we covered at least 6000 miles before 
abandoning our (then) immobile vehicle in Arizona. The 
three of us had hoped to get this issue of Dissident News 
out for the Haymarket gathering, but a mobile base from 
which to work from proved to be too complicated, due 
mostly to a lack of time, energy and stability. We did 
however, get some work done, and I wrote quite a bit ina 
journal, from which I'll be pulling out excerpts. The 
following was intended for our opening statement for this 
issue, and although written over five months ago, I think 
its ideas and clarity make it timeless. It clearly articulates 
my ideas and thoughts presently.

This Is A Story... 


"This is a story about a journey into the occupied territory 
of the United States; a part of what is known as Turtle 
Island to the concentration campers living in this part of 
the Earth. This is a story about travelling through ruined 
wasteland more commonly known as "cities", “urban 
development", "modern society", etc. This is a story about 
resistance, about struggle; about reclaiming our planet, 
our lives, our culture, This is not a story the government 
and corporate puss-heads want to hear. Indeed, this is a 
story being continually censored, suppressed, altered, and 
actively fought against by those sickos known as 
"authorities". But fuck those bastards! This is a story we 
will tell, will create, and will prosper and thrive like the 
massive inter-connecting roots of resistance that have been 
growing under the soil of Mother Earth nd her power of 
will and inspiration, —~ > 


"This story is one of thousands upon thousands across 
this planet, yet it is unique in itself. It is about three 
Toronto-based anarchists on a journey through the eastern 
cities of the U.S., through the Blue Ridge Mountains, 
through the Klan territories of the southern states, up the 
Mississippi to the mid-west, across to New Mexico and 
the Four Corners area of Arizona and Big Mountain, and 
finally, up to Chicago for MayDay. 


"This journey began in November 85 when a third of us 
went to the planning conference for the MayDay 
gathering. It began with him having his unread letters 
opened and read by customs officials; having his address 
and phone book confiscated; and finally to be turned away 
at the border for being an "undesireable"- only to try and 
find another time or route to pass through the armed gates 
of the U.S. The second try was more successful. The 
remaining two thirds of this anarchist entourage didn't 


leave Toronto until the end of February. It was difficult to 
leave, especially for me, to pack up all my belongings for 
storage; to decide what files, literature, contacts, to take 
along and risk being seized by the border guards. 

"After finally leaving and making our way through friends 
and the Librarie Alternative bookstore in Montreal, we 
arrived at a small, two-guard border-crossing near midnight 


somewhere in Quebec. us We were quesi uestioned for an hour, 
Sa POUT ers through their SE ars, and had a 


casual search sonar on Wie van - not finding our 

"subversive" literature or the drugs we forgot to hide! An 
address book, which we luckily thought to remove pages 
on which certain addresses were written, was thumbed 
through. They still managed to find an address or two to 
ask questions about. I was strangely asked if I used any 
aliases! (Of course I gave them all fifteen I use!) We did 
finally make it through, although somewhat surprisingly. 


"Our next stop in Boston, where we met up with Kenn, 
turned from a four day stay to about three weeks when a 
slow oil leak shut down our VW engine. The new engine 
is running ‘fine... The journey continues through 
Willimantic, CT, New York, Harrisburg, PA, 
Washington, Philadelphia, West Virginia, Tennessee, 
Atlanta, Birmingham, AL, New Orleans, the Mississippi, 
the Ozarks, and Kansas City where I'm writing this from. 


"Our journey has shown us many exciting things 
happening to many good people, and it's shown us many 
depressing things happening to both these people, our 
planet, and the other beings inhabiting Earth. It's shown 
us that what we are doing - what all of us who are at war 
are doing - is essential and vital to the survival of our 
planet and all the species. And still I wonder whether we're 
at least holding our ground. The perspective one gains 
from a journey such as ours, can both exhilirate you and 
massively depress you. What you will find on the 
following pages we hope will do more of the former to 
you. We hope these pages inspire you to fight for your 
lives, because that's the stage this planet has reached. 
There is no more time to sit on the fence and hope 
liberalism and the "good will" of MAN(un)kind will win 
out. The planet and all life on it is dying. The time to 
resist and fight back the death culture is NOW! " 


I wrote this during our time in Kansas City where we 
stayed at the Support House, which housed the Big 
Mountain Support Group, the Leonard Peltier Support 
Group, the Survival Network and Bayou La Rose, lawyers 
offices, transient inner-city Indians, and any friends that 
are passing through and need a place to crash for the night. 
This house was very intense, to say the least. I believe 
that it has decentralized somewhat since our visit (in fact, 
the Survival Network and Bayou La Rose have moved to 
San Diego).

Boston where we met up with Kenn. Our stay in Boston 
has some interesting stories. This was our longest stop in 
one city, due to our van fucking-up. We stayed at a 
friend's place, a woman who is part of the Boston Poster 
Collective - a recently-formed direct action artists' group. 
They have recently produced three colour posters dealing 
with war and Big Mountain. While there, they presented a 
workshop on graffiti which brought together graffiti 
artists, students, activists, and a wide assortment of ideas.

We also attended a (first- 
ever) Boston-area Earth First! meeting that brought 
together people active in different areas: from diverting 
proposed roads in Wendell, MA to Big Mountain support, 
to anarchists, animal liberationists and pagans. I was 
pleased to learn that this group is continuing and recently 
held a regional EF!.conference. 


While held up in Boston, we took a side-trip over to 
Willimantic, CT and visited our friends at the Lysander 
Spooner Collective, two of whom own and operate one of 
the better anarchist bookstores I've seen. The Spooner 
Collective also publishes "Instead Of A Magazine", which 
approaches issues by printing a wide variety of ideas from 
anarchists. Recent topics have included Work, Family and 
Marriage, Animal Liberation and Food, etc. Their address 
is P.O.Box 433, Willimantic, CT, 06226.

When our van was fixed, we headed for New York for a 
couple of days. As we slept at a friend's place, our van 
was promptly broken into while on a street in the 
infamous “lower east side". We should have known better! 
Our c.b. radio was the most important item that was 
taken, as well as a valuable sweater (not as in $$) 
belonging to Kenn. Later on that day, while wandering 
through the streets of concrete-and squats, we were told by 
passing co-conspirators of a demonstration planned for 
later that day. The following is an excerpt from my 
journal, which best explains the atmosphere and situation. 


March 17, 86

decided that they were going to use that space for student 
housing, and set a day that they were going to bulldoze 
the garden down. They destroyed it 3 days before their 
deadline to avoid the demo/occupation planned for the set 
day. Assholes! So yesterday there was an amazing 
demonstration of about 50 people, all in colours, 
costumes, masks; all with props and musical/noise 
instruments, etc. 


"We took to the streets and blocked traffic wherever we 
Went. We sang, danced, handed out leaflets, and invited

Our next stop was in Washington, DC where we met up 
witha group of (mostly) young activists who've formed 
Positive Force - an educational, direct action group. They 
are involved/interested in animal liberation, Big Mountain 
support, school activism, Central American struggles, and 
workers’ struggles - with an anarchist/anti-authoritarian 
approach. Positive Force produce a newsletter called "Off 
Centre", and can be reached at 2111 Florida Ave.

After three days in Washington we left for Philadelphia, 
‘where we visited the Wooden Shoe Bookstore. There was 
a Greens Conference going on at the time right across 
from the house we were staying at, but much of it didn't 
interest us. Perhaps it was our headspace. We had covered 
New York, Harrisburg, Washington and Philadelphia in a 
period of ten days! A much-needed escape from the 
concrete jungles was next as we travelled through the Blue 
Ridge Mountains (part of the Apallacians) in Tennessee. 
Sleeping atop mountains and beside rivers does amazing 
wonders for one's state of mind! 


Five Points 
Community 


Our next stop was the Five Points community just 
outside of downtown Atlanta. Some of the Circle A 
collective live in this area, where we stayed, among many 
-other dissidents who-have gravitated-there. To be honest, 


people to join us as we made our way to the construction 
area that was once an amazing garden (called "The Garden 
Of Eden"). At one point, someone started pick-axing the 
middle of the road and a woman placed a flower in the 
small concrete hole. The cops were on the scene at this 
point, but didn't stop or arrest anyone. When we reached 
the garden, we managed to get through the fence around it 
and declared that we would replant it, since we brought 
along bulbs and tools. The cops still didn't arrest anyone, 
and the "owner" of the property unlocked the gate so the 
remaining few could pass through and join the rest.

among all the communities I visited on this trip, this one 
in Atlanta is the only one I would give any serious 
thought to moving to. One resident described it correctly 
as "like an oasis". Part of the appeal is the climate - I love 
hot weather - but it is certainly the feeling of community 
I found there as well. 

One aspect here which has drawn the community closer 
together is a struggle against developers who have already 
devastated a huge area. They have cut down trees and 
destroyed the earth right through the middle of Five 
Points, to make way for a super-highway. The highway is 
supposedly to enable people to access a new library built 
for former president Jimmy Carter (for past favours). At 
the time we were there, the road was temporarily stalled 
through court proceedings, which had followed several 
ecotage EF!-type actions on vehicles and survey stakes. 
Indeed, I had quite a good time roaming the area during 
some nights! At this point I am unaware of the latest 
happenings, but the Circle A collective would probably 
know.

we made a stop-over for a couple of hours in Birmingham, 


Alabama to meet the people with the Mafundi Defense 


Committee. They are good people working hard in the 
black liberation struggle, but it was disappointing to learn 
that they are working toward forming a political party - 
the Kushite Party. Nontheless, our meeting was good and 
we shared ideas and contacts. Mafundi is a black political 
activist in prison on an indefinate sentence for being a 
so-called "habitual offender".

There is a lot of talk about ‘Love’ these days. About 
holding hands and sharing, about creating an atmosphere 
of trust and goodwill.

In an emotionally-healthy life-positive situation, a child 
would be welcomed and accepted for what it is. It would 
not have to deserve love or to prove his or her 


parasitical kin.

would be unshakeable. She or he would be able to love 
herself or himself as well as being able to love others in 
the real sense of the term. 


This is far from being the case of all too many 
unfortunate humans today, who in their actions and 
attitudes display all too clearly the effects of the severe 
emotional and psychological wounds suffered in the course 
of their upbringing. They never experienced the 
gratification of being fully loved unconditionally and so 
are forever craving after it. They have no deep inner 
balance, cannot bear any criticisms, and often live in terror 
of being rejected. They tend to run away from direct face 
to face confrontations with others and may take desperate 
measures to avoid situations in which anger or rage might 
be expressed - while, at the same time, being ever terribly 
anxious about whether people love them or not. 


It is mostly humans like these who are constantly 
advocating that we should all love one another, that we 
should all have "a hug a day" because of their own deeply 
felt unfulfilled need to be loved - which they will seldom 
admit to, even to themselves. The grim reality of today 
presents a terrible picture in which people in many parts 
of the world are being tortured to death, made to 
‘disappear’, are imprisoned in the most frightful of 
conditions, and are often executed barbarically on an 
assembly-line basis. This is not to mention the 
unspeakable cruelties being suffered by animals of all 
kinds in laboratories at the hands of unfeeling scientific 
cretins who have lost most of if not all of their humaness. 
Injustice, barbarism, fear, greed, mistrust abound all over 
the globe. And this deep-rooted pathological state is 
growing worse by the day. :

It is not my purpose here to lament the fact that culture 
has been liquidating itself for some time now. Artists no 
longer want to tell us anything - they have nothing left to 
say. With post-modernism the idea of style itself enters a 
stage of bankruptcy; its incoherent banality turns post- 
modernism into the fast-food chain of expression and 
reflects the exposed condition of representation in general.

TO RAISE THE STANDARD OF 


In its enervated, late capitalist decline, art is increasingly 
no more than a specialized colony of the media. The vapid 
acquiescence of, say, a Warhol has made it easier for 
corporations like Mobil and Xerox to understand that all 
art, at base, serves authority. Thus their sponsorship of 
culture for the masses exists not only to improve their 
negative public images but also to promote the artistic for 
its own qualities. Philip Morris, to cite a most 
instrumental use of art, employs oversized graphics at the 
world's largest cigarette factory to create a culturally 
valorized workplace, in order to motivate and pacify 
workers. Media-style art uses symbols to drown out the 
employees’ alienation and argue the existence of a shared 
cultural unity between owners, managers, and workers. 
This intention brings to mind perhaps the deepest function 
that Muzak attempts; one of its foremost psychologists 
and advisors, James Keenan, explained that "Muzak 
promotes the sharing of meaning. because it massifies 
symbolism in which not à few but all can participate." 
Reaching 80 million people a day, Muzak is one of the 
grosser tactics in power's struggle against the global 
devaluation of symbols. 

The Surrealists, among other avant-gardes, set themselves 
the goal of aestheticizing life. Today this goal is being 
realized at a time when avant-gardism is nearing 
extinction; the ubiquity of art as manipulation is 
acheiving this aestheticization, and is no more than 
advertising and styles of consumerism. The fact that the 
world's best photography is expressed as TV commercials 
is a perfect illustration of the technologized, commodified 
culture striving to reach everyone. 


This would-be conquest by media easily puts all the goods 
of culture in its service, as it must when there are so 
many signs that the whole spectacle of stimulated life is 
running out of gas, If the spiritless melange in painting 
known as postmodernism implies, by its recycling of 
elements from earlier eras, that development is at an end, 
so the tired current of "instant nostalgia" indicates a 
similar condition for massified art, media and the spectacle 
in general. The successful representation of life now 
relies, for its last resource or energy, on the re-use of ever 
more recent cultural memories. Occasionally the mass 
media themselves even make this recycling explicit, as in 
a TV commercial for lemonade: "Look what's happened to 
‘way back when/ Now everything old is new again." 

It is among responses to this manipulated life, of course, 
that the deepest interest must lie, our weighing of the 
movement and meaning of responses. Irony, for example, 
was possibly always disconnective or defusing, in its 
tendency to substitute an easy joke for a too direct 
response to a loaded conversation or other critical 
situation. But if it was always in that sense "a form of 
appeasement", in Bill Berkson’s phrase, for this 
undermining of dialogue, irony. is now automatic and 
establishes complicity in a deeper sense. So much is 
"camp", and whatever subversive potential that once 


(with a doctorate in "War Studies”). He has also worked 
with the Iranian National Defense University during the 
time of the Shah's rule, and he worked for the British 
government in Northern Ireland in the early 70's where he 
was controller of “Army Public Relations”. 


Now he is invited to speak at various foresters’ and 
chemical company conferences where he talks about the 
"antis" and how to deal with them. At a recent conference 
sponsored by Dow Chemical, he was listed in their 
literature as having “considerable experience and success 
dealing with environmental activists. (His) military 
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might have resided there is long dead. An ironic or 
sarcastic response to the world is nearly always present 
today; it is a cliche, a convention rather than a sign of 
independence. 

Skepticism - or at least its image - is built into the parade 
of images and roles, though the reasons why it is needed 
cannot be comforting to those who do not wish to give up 
the synthetic. If “nihilism" is as close to everyone's grasp 
as rock music or the seven hours of television consumed 
on average per day, one can see, equally, that such 
"nihilism" is not enough and that the spectacle's strength 
is being strained. The further alienation must be 
represented and sold to us - consider "Miami Vice", for 
example, (and that it features cops is mostly irrelevant) 
with its ultra-hipness and angst - the more careful we 
must be to avoid its cultural-political recuperation and the 
more depth is required to do just that. Š 
The rock videos of MTV at times seem to threaten the 
very integrity of the subjective; their frequent surrealism 
projects more powerful images than the Surrealists 
achieved, with more power to colonize imagination. David 
Letterman mocks the TV industry and his own format 
while enriching media; who would really be surprised to 
see explicitly "radical" angles presented there? 

Meanwhile, the Church of the Subgenius is virtually a 
cultural industry in itself and its digs at religion, work, 
etc. pack no more punch than Letterman. In fact, culture 
needs such farce to pep up its dying appeal. Not 
surprisingly, “Rev." Ivan Stang, Subgenius founder, 
writes regularly for High Performance: A Quarterly 
Magazine for the New Arts Audience to help meet the art- 


head demand for new antics by his Church. The radical 
edge of the very popular Subgenius ensemble is not far 
from that of "Saturday Night Live", or that of Artforum, 
in which ready references to Adomo and Baudrillard can be 
found immediately following dozens of pages of gallery 
ads. 


But if media, following art, and culture in general, tend to 
swallow up the critical and blunt the negative, that 
negative is not to be lost sight of. Despite the best efforts 
of hip, cynical substitutes reality certainly remains 
problematic, eluding media's grasp. 


To cite just one area of apparent non-colonization, the 
refusal of work continues and deepens. Time for April 28 
'86 bemoaned "A Maddening Labor Mismatch", in which 
growing worker shortages co-exist with continued 
unemployment. The rejection of jobs by the young stands 
out most of all, especially considering the higher teenage 
and young-adult jobless rates. The May 20 '86 Fortune 
cover story announced a shocking failure, that of the zero 
impact computers have had on output-per-hour in the 
office: "U.S. business has spent hundreds of billions of 
dollars on them, but white-collar productivity is no higher 
than it was in the late Sixties". And blue-collar 
productivity has presented an equally dismaying picture to 
authority: Wickham Skinner's "Productivity Paradox" 
(Harvard Business Review, July/Aug. '86) revealed that 
"American manufacturers’ near-heroic efforts" have simply 
not gotten more work out of industrial workers. 

Irony and images of estrangement, neutered as they are by 
the limits of culture, do not contain our disaffection. That 
disaffection undermines, as it must, the very basis of the 
ironic and artistic points of view.

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ANARCHISTS RESPOND 
TO FOREST 
DESTRUCTION 


Upset with the lack of any action from the conservationist 
movement to the destruction of the Karri rainforest in 
Western Australia, several anarchists from the Freedom 
Collective and some Subi punks joined together for a 
campaign of direct action against Bunnings - the 
corporation responsible for the Earth-rape. They called 


` themselves the ‘Karri Action Group' and spraypainted and 


glued locks to the six Bunnings stores in the Freemantle 
area. They informed the media and received considerable 
attention. The illegal actions were combined with pickets 
around the stores and offices with signs that read: "NO 
TREES = NO PEOPLE" and "NO KARRI = NO 
PEMBERTON", trying to connect the general with the 
specific. The KAG attacks are continueing despite the 
conservationist movement spending more time now 
denouncing them rather than Bunnings (sound familiar?). 


- One action involved dumping several large bags of 


woodchips and cardboard boxes (what the majority of the 
logged Karri rainforest is becoming) on the steps of the 
minister for the environment. Again the- media was 
informed and the action was successful. Shortly after this 
incident, two anarchists were picked up by the cops during 
a drug raid. Some leaflets and spraypaint cans led the cops 
to believe that they had the dreaded KAG, and held them 
for a few hours (one was held for 9 hours) without laying 
any charges. Both were subjected to varrying degrees of 
abuse and assault - one being hit so hard as to fall into and 
break a window at the police station. He was charged with 
damage, while the cops intimidated one of them into 
signing a confession. The ensuing trial found them both 
"not guilty". 


In the end, the KAG didn't stop the logging, but have 
strengthened their commitment to illegal direct action 
tactics for the future. Sabotage against vehicles and 
Bunnings property were talked about but not acted on due 
to compromising beliefs, ie: not wishing to alienate 
local opinion. From one KAG member comes this 
statement: 


"If we have. a role to play it is, I believe, to use 

imagination and direct action tactics to focus attention 

where established interests would welcome it least."

Dear friends, 

I'm involved in 2 groups: The Vancouver Persons 
with AIDS Coalition. We had the first AIDS protest in 
‘Canada calling for a class Danti viral lab here. We now 
have a promise that it will be built. We also had a 
petition campaign to release drugs in Canada. We've also 
achieved this goal or at least we have their promise again. 
The other group I belong to is The Vancouver Peace 
Flotilla Coalition. I bought a 3-person inflatable vinyl 
raft and get out in front of the nuclear warships whenever I 
can. 
We had an unofficial Gay and Lesbian Day at Expo. I 
took part by producing a leaflet and distributing it at Expo 
(something that's considered illegal). I've also been 
making signs which I put on the Cambrie St. bridge 
(overlooking Expo - Switzerland and Saudi Arabia 
pavilions). One day the banners read “smash the socreds", 
"feed your poor", and "Exploit 86" (see picture). 
Everytime I saw the security on site I yelled out: "Exploit 
86, feed your poor”. After an hour, finally the cops were 
called. Asked me for i.d. I told them I wasn't obliged to 
identify myself unless under arrest. They charged me with 
mischief. And then I told them that I would have to be 


placed in a medical unit because of my having ARC (Aids _ 


Related Complex). They asked me: "If we let you go, are 
you going to do this again?" I said: "No, not today," and I 
was off. I plan on doing this again.

Dear Pierre, 

Apparently you, like many others, are having your 
thoughts and knowledge manipulated by the mainstream 
media, which consistantly misrepresents the animal 
liberation movement (as well as others). The ALF have 
never claimed that they are ready to commit any acts of 
violence, let alone human murders. The direct action 
tactics they use in their campaigns include damage and 
destruction of the property belonging to, and related to 
animal torture and abusers; this, in keeping with their 
goal of economic sabotage - the«most effective weapon 
against the animal exploitation industry. 

There is, however, an animal liberation group 
operating in England called the Animal Rights Militia 
(ARM), which has publicly stated that they are willing 
and ready to carry out human murders - those of 
vivisectors in particular. They have already carried out 
several bomb attacks on the cars of vivisectors, but have 
not as yet injured or killed anyone. I won't even attempt 
to argue the merits or demerits of their philosophy here - 
they are a group of extremely angry individuals who have 
chosen this particular course of action. (Their 
communique is reprinted in the British ALF SG 
newsletter, Issue no. 18, for anyone interested - available 
from us for $2.) 

But your letter indicates that you think that the ALF 
are "drawing a lot of negative attention" even if you think 
they aren't going to carry out murders. You first have to 
determine whether you agree or disagree with the (non- 
violent) direct action tactics used by the ALF (and other 
groups). If you disagree, well that's your choice (and I 
urge you to read "Time Is Running Out" printed elsewhere 
in this issue of Dissident News). But if you agree with 
those tactics, then try to think of a situation where the 
mainstream press will ever condone the actions of those 
working against the status-quo; against the "fabric of our 
society"; against the rich "professionals".

Guilty Before 
Trial 


Originally in this space was going to be a 
letter from four prisoners written on behalf 
of Laura Whitehorn, a political prisoner in 
West Virginia. Laura is currently confined 
in 23-hour-a-day lock up in solitary 
confinement, because she has been deemed ` 
a security risk. Laura has not gone to 
trial yet. She has also been moved away 
from supporters and her attorney, in an 
effort to harass her and make it difficult for 
her to prepare for trial. The letter is printed 
on page 11 of the Reality Now section of 
this magazine. After reading that, you can 
return here for the addresses below. 


WRITING TO 
PRISONERS 


The following are suggestions and considerations you 
should know about when writing to prisoners. These 
helpful points come from the Death Row Support 
Project - an organization which promotes 
communication with prisoners who are facing the death 
sentence, and support for their families where needed. You 
can contact them at 1501 Cherry St., Philadelphia, PA, 
19102, USA, or call them at 215-241-7118. 


1) Please forget any preconceptions or steriotypes you 
may have of people in prison. They are no different from 
people outside of prison. 

2) In your first letter, explain a little about why you are 
writing and ask if the person would like to be writing to 
you. 

a) Introduce yourself, describing yourself, your 
family, your work, where you live, and also the concern 
which leads you to write. 

b) Feel free to ask questions about prison life, about 
the person's interests, where they are from, whether they 
have any appeals in progress, etc. 

c) Do not ask right away about_the "crime", but let 
them volunteer that information. 

d) It is good to ask questions, because it gives the 
person something to respond to, but do not ask too many 
at once - especially in the first letter. Let trust build 
between you, and always try to share as much about 
yourself as you ask the other person to share. 


` 3) If you feel you will only be able to write, for 


example, monthly, make this clear to the prisoner. It is 
important to not promise things that you will not be able 
to follow through. 

4) If you want to send things like books, stamps, 
stationery, or food, ask first whether the person wants 
them, whether they will be allowed to enter the prison and 
how they will need to be sent. 

5) The person may ask you to send money - if you feel 
good about that, then send it. Never feel obliged to 
respond to a request for money, and always respond 
honestly. If you do send money, be sure to find out in 
what form it must be sent, and if you need to be on a 
special list to send it. 

6) You may want to visit this person in addition to 
writing. That would be great! Just ask him or her whether 


_ they want you to visit, and what the hours and restrictions 


are.

An Update On Omori's 


Katsuhisa Omori, a Japanese man who's been in 
solitary confinement for ten years, and on Death Row for 
the past three years, is currently going through the appeals 
process in Japan. 

The Japanese court system has three levels, probably 
similar to our system with appeals courts and provincial 
and federal courts. The Sapporo District Court in Japan 
passed the death sentence on Omori three years ago. He is 
now in the second level - the Sapporo High Court. 
Although Omori is innocent of the bombing he is accused 
of, there is no decisive or objective evidence to prove him 
innocent. The evidence that convicted him was flimsy and 
circumstantial to say the least. 

The Sapporo High Court allows Omori one day per 
month for his case, and it is expected to last another year. 
Tf convicted again by this court, the appeal will go to the 
third level - the Supreme Court of Tokyo. That appeal is 
expected to last another two to three years. It will be 
difficult for the Supreme Court to reverse the death 
sentence as it bases its decision on the documents made at 
the two previous courts. 

While all this is going on, Omori is kept in solitary 
confinement, where he has been for the past ten 
years, mainly for his political views. 

And what are his politics? Well, he has actually never 
been a member of any anarchist organization, although his 
ideas of social structure can be regarded as a type of 
anarchism. He thinks much of the invasion and 
occupation of the Ainus' land by the Japanese state. The 
bombing for which he was convicted of was in protest of 
this occupation. (The Ainus people are the indigenous 
people in Hokkaido.) Omori agrees with the method of 
guerilla struggle against the state. He isn't however, in

favor of nationalism, even for the Ainus people. The Toronto A narch ists Protest 


Ainus have always lived in a type of mutual aid society - 
all living equally. ~ 

The bombing in question was claimed by the Eastasia 
Anti-Japanese Armed Front. Omori is not a member of 
this group. In Tokyo, five members of this resistance 
group are also in prison facing death sentences. They are 
known as the "Tokyo Five". 

Over the past few years international support for 
Omori has been growing, especially across Europe, where 
there have even been a few bombings carried out in his 
support. In Japan, there are four active Support Groups - 
in Sapporo where Omori's wife is involved; in Osaha; in 
Kyoto, and the main group in Tokyo. The main three 
Support Groups in Europe are organized under the 
Anarchist Black Cross. In England, the Black Flag/Black 
Cross collective is building support, and in Denmark the 


AFID - Anarchist Federation In Denmark - and the 
IWA/WSA - International Worker's Association/Workers' 


Solidarity Alliance are building support. It was the AFID 
that called for the International Day of Protest that took 
place this past August 11, to bring publicity to Omori's 
case and:commemorate his ten years in prison. 

In the U.S. the Black Cross is pretty much inactive, 
although the Bayou La Rose/Survival. Network has 
reported a renewed interest lately. Here in Canada the ABC 
has been revived with new interest, particularly around the 
case of Omori. 

People who would like to help Omori, and stop the 
Japanese state from murdering him, are asked to write 
protest letters to the Japanese Consulates and Embassies 
in your area. It is most important that this be done now, 
before the second level of the courts reach their verdict. 


On Monday Aug. 11, a demonstration took place 
outside the Japanese Consulate in Toronto, where about 
25 people showed up to commemorate the day. Leaflets 
were handed out to curious business suits and high heels, 
and a letter was delivered to the Japanese Consulate. 
Anticipating the protest, the consulate hired extra security 
guards for their office. After two failed attempts to deliver 
the letter, they locked their doors and put a note out 
saying they were closed for the day. (In London, England 
there was a similar reaction from the Japanese authorities.) 
A follow-up phone call to the consulate revealed that they 
were aware of Omori's case but would not comment on it 
as it was still in the courts. 

If one was at the demonstration, one might have 
called it a ‘photo session’ for the security police. Four 
police photographers were on hand to update their 
‘subversion’ files, including two who were inside a van 
which was likely equiped with all their latest electronic 
surveillance toys. Some protesters wore masks to conceal 
their identity. 

It was a peaceful protest; there was no violence and 
the purpose was simply to publicize the case of a man 
who's been wronged by the Japanese state - a man whom 
the Japanese government has placed in solitary 
confinement for ten years, and wants to eventually murder.

TIME IS RUNNING OUT 


The following article is reprinted from the British 
anarchist magazine Crowbar, which reprinted it from the 
Leeds anarchist weekly No Limits. Some references 
pertain to England, but can be easily substituted with their 
corresponding partners elsewhere. 


I am writing this against a backdrop of increased 
illlegal direct action in Leeds over the past few months. 
Most of it has been ALF action, but there have been a few 
other actions as well... However, these other actions just 
give the impression of being token gestures because of 
their sparse nature. Having been hit (if it is hit at all), a 
business can sit back safe in the knowledge that it is safe 
for a few more years ... 

So while blacks die everyday fighting for their 
freedom in South Africa, a situation which they find 
themselves in with no choice, we have the choice of 
hundreds of targets with their stinking money propping up 
apartheid. And what happens? - a Barclays gets its 
cashpoint glued up every now and again. FUCKING 
PATHETIC ISN'T IT? 

The Tories are shitting on anyone and everyone who 
isn't stinking rich, and we are letting them do it. One 
Tory window gets smashed, yet the many Conservative 
Clubs are left untouched. x 

And perhaps worst of all, the whole electoral process 
passes off smoothly in Leeds, and not one of the polling 
stations is hit the night before. Our silence is taken as 
compliance. 

I'm not knocking anyone responsible for the few 
things that have happened - well done, at least someone is 
having a go! But one action will not change the world, 
and we must be/careful not to get toc self-congratulatory. 
It feels really good to do something and get away with it 
(and it should be a cause for celebration - don't let anyone 
tell you otherwise), but this one action should only be a 
Start, and not an excuse to sit back for a few more 
months. We must both keep up and increase the pressure 
on our oppressors, using successful hits as confidence and 
experience builders. Let us show them that no matter how 
many people they jail, there are more people willing to 
hit back harder. 

Tf you are capable of doing it, to say that you are too 
scared to take part in illegal direct action is both very 
selfish and a COP OUT. What are the consequences faced 
by a stone-throwing youth in South Africa or a 
defenceless animal in a vivisection laboratory? I am scared 
everytime I think of doing something illegal, but I realise 
that my fear m must be overcome. And if the consequences 
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-Direct Your Anger! 


are massive, should that stop us? 

Our effectiveness is certainly shown by the amount of 
attention the authorities give us. We may not be ready for 
this attention, but we'll have to learn fast because time is 
running out. To use increased state attention as an 
argument against illegal direct action is pathetic, and is 
wallowing in the self-congratulatory, non-effective ghetto 
of so many dreamers. -= 

If you say you don't agree with illegal direct action, I 
suppose that's also a good reason not to do it. But ask 
yourself why you don't agree with it - respect for 
property? Even that of murdering bastards? That is the 
state's morality, not mine. 

Anger at the shit around us is an honest and genuine 
reaction. It is wrong to pretend it isn't there - DIRECT 
THAT ANGER. 


To change ourselves within is also vitally important, 
but it must not take priority over everything else, or else 
it becomes selfish or inward looking. Direct action must 
work hand in hand with gradual and personal change. It is 

- no use smashing everything if there is nothing better to 
replace it but, at the same time, if we don't put up 
Tesistance we are not going to be able to set up our own 
communities/lifestyles etc. - the authorities won't let us 
(Stonehenge being a prime example). We cannot look to a 
future time and ignore what is happening now. 

As regards the problem of seemingly making token 
gestures, I don't really know what the answer to it is at 
the moment. More people need to do things more 
constantly (including me) - if you think you're doing 
enough, you're probably not. The idea of direct action 
must be spread to more people. Perhaps different 
groups/individuals should concentrate on certain types of 
targets. The ALF unashamedly concentrate on the property 
of animal abusers, yet see their struggle as only one part 
of a large whole. No one can claim that their tactics are 
not effective - their enemies cannot sleep so easily. ALF 
action in Leeds comes over as more of a concerted 
campaign than a few token gestures - and good luck to 
them! They just get on with it, whilst we are bogged 
down in idealogical arguments and theories. So perhaps 
we can all learn from this and stop the bickering and 
indecision - for whilst it goes on, people and animals are 
dying. 

Don't pretend to change the world, do it! Believe in 
your own power to change things. Hit the thing that hurts 
them the most. MAXIMUM DAMAGE NOT

REFLECTIONS FROM OTTAWA 


The following is a partial account of the conference taken 
from "Totally Vague Reflections On The Conference In 
Chicago, May 86", printed in Issue No. 12 1/2 of Urgl 
Orp. 


On friday, everyone met downtown in the financial district 
for another demo. This time it was an anarchist 
"organized" event. Thru-out most of it, we just went 
walking around to various financial and governmental 
landmarks, chanting, waving black flags, doing some 
street theatre, etc... It was fun for a while, because it was 
just so great to be out with so many like-minded people, 
showing our feelings to this capitalist, imperialist world. 
After a while, people started dispersing and getting lost. 
Then chaos broke out (oh no, not anarchy!). My friends 
and I were at the front part of the demo and our section 
sort of broke away from the rest, which got very scattered. 
People ran in and out of a hotel (and met Ed Anger!- see 
"The Voice Of Fascism"-Ed.) and some rich stores (Gucci, 
Neiman-Marcus) chanting. Total damage: 2 lightbulbs 
smashed and a bit of spraypainting. But now the cops got 
fed up because we weren't following them around anymore 
and were making a lot of noise and running around. 
People got even more scattered, but a small group of us 
stayed together, trying to decide how to get out of there! 


Not knowing where to go, we asked directions (from) 
these two cops just standing around. They gave us vague 
instructions and told us to wait a minute, which we did 


-and which was incredibly STUPID of us!! (So was 


asking them in the first place!- Ed.) A WALL of cops 
descended on us, told us we were all under arrest and 
proceeded to drag, push, shove, etc....us into a waiting 
police wagon. They never réad us our rights or told us 
what we were charged with.

Women's Prison 


I was scared, as I'd never been arrested before. The women 
were transferred (by some asshole, incredibly insulting 
goons) to a women’s jail for the night. We were treated 
roughly, but most of the abuse was verbal. At one point 


I am writing this letter to bring you up-to-date on the 
status of the Bail fund and the people arrested at the May 2 
anti-capitalism demo in Chicago. There has been a lot of 
confusion and misinformation on these topics and 
hopefully this letter will help clarify things. 


As you know, 38 people were arrested and fingers have 
been pointed in all directions. I know some of what the 
(organizers, the CAU- Chicago Anarchists United) went 
through planning events, and think it's out of place to 
blame the arrests and legal difficulties on them. People 
were told that if they were arrested, CAU did not have the 
resources to take responsibility for them. Their fault was a 
reluctance to adequately organize and plan the route. One 
which twists and turns through an unfamiliar city, has a 
course known only to a few participants, and ends by 
marching down a major tourist and financial strip which 
itself ends 2 blocks further, is a setup for problems. 


The police had lost their patience and realized that we 
weren't the type of demonstrators that they were used to - 
the kind who play it safe and give the names of those to 
be arrested to the police ahead of time as tokens. 


We have to remember that people were arrested by police - 
we didn't arrest eachother. The fact that we exist is reason 
enough for them to arrest us. Whatever the causes were, 
after people were arrested solidarity was required to release 
them. It was great to see people get together the way they 
did. When something needed to be done, people did it. 
When money was needed people gave what they could, 
sometimes not saving enough to get home. The total 
collected over the next 2 days was $3165, of which $800 
was given by CAU. 


All were charged with 2 misdemeanors - Disorderly 
Conduct and Mob Action Against the State. One was also 
charged with felony Desecration of the Flag (this charge 
was later dropped). 


The police refused to provide us with the names of those 
arrested and insisted we give them the names of those we 
were looking for. Naturally we refused and began the 
process of talking to witnesses, lawyers, and prisoners to 
compile a list. We made a final list of the women after 
seeing some records on a desk. The. men were more 


the goons, trying to intimidate/frighten us, suggested that 
we'd be raped in the women's prison. We were all getting 
sick of all this shit, and Sue replied that we'd probably 
enjoy it as we were all lesbians! This shut them up. 
Eventually we were told (our charges). The "Mob Action" 
brought many smiles, chuckles and yahoos! We were able 
to make our one phone call each, so most of us called the 
church where a crew of people were faithfully answering 
the phone, collecting bail money; rushing down to the 
jails, etc... We're very grateful to all who helped!! We 
women gave our real names from the start, not really 
seeing any point in delaying the processing - sitting in 
prison is not accomplishing anything. But we feared the 
men would not co-operate, and of course they didn't until 
the middle of the night (actually, not until the following 
morning - Ed.) when they were freezing and couldn't stand 
the cold anymore (the guards decided they needed some air 
and opened all the windows). Meanwhile, Sue and I 
roasted in our cell! During the night 3 women were 
released on bail, and a fourth was put back in jail because 
she refused to sign her release papers without reading them 
first! In the morning, all the women were reunited, we 
exchanged news, etc... (While inside) we were put with 
the other women prisoners from the night, who were all 
black (don't any white people get arrested besides 
anarchists?). 


We were brought.to a county courthouse for our 
arraignment hearing. An episode in the holding tank there 
once again reinforced the marked racism. One woman's 
money was stolen, and Sue, myself and a handful of black 
women were suspect because we had all sat next to this 
woman. Sue and I, being white, were simply asked to take 
our top sweaters off and we were just pat searched. The 
black women, on the other hand, were told to remove all

those particular guards were black! Well, the money 

"mysteriously" turned up, we went to court and we were 
released on our own recognizance, with bond set at $1000 
each. By noon we. were out. There was a small crowd of 
fellow conference people waiting for us outside the 
courthouse, which was really wonderful! 


difficult since most refused to give the police information. 
At first only 6 men agreed to identify themselves and be 
fingerprinted, 


Of the 12 women, we bonded-out 3 late that night at $50 
apiece, and 1 bonded herself out early the next morning. 
The 8 other women were released Saturday on I-bonds of 
$1000-$2000. These require no money posted and are like 
being released on your own recognizance but you are 
liable for the money if your skip out. Later that day the 
men decided to co-operate and were released that night. All 
the men were released on D-bonds. These require that 
money be posted in lieu of bail. The amount required is 
usually 10% of the value of the bond, but it is the full 
amount that you are liable for if you skip out. 


On Sunday night, May 4, I realized we might have more 
money in the bail fund than needed. As CAU had not 
planned a final closing meeting there was no formal 
gathering to address this problem to. 


At 9pm Sunday there were about 80 people (left). I asked 
them to tell me what to do with the left over money. The 
discussion lasted about 1 hour and was conducted in a 
fashion consistant with the spirit of the conference. The 
floor was open to all to speak, and although not including 
every person who may have potentially been interested it 
did include a large representative sampling. At the end 4 
uses were decided upon: 1) Reimburse CAU for any debts 
they accrued in staging the conference; 2) Provide 
money to anyone who needed it to get home; 3) 
Legal defense; 4) Purchase supplies to be taken to Big 
Mtn. The group decided to leave the fund with me and left 
it forme to decide how much money would be allocated 
foreach purpose. 


CAU told me that they had no outstanding debts. They 
insisted on having the $800 it contributed returned, as it 
was not needed for defense. (The $800 was) divided among 
these 14 groups who contributed to conference organizing: 
Bound Together Books, Match, Fifth Estate, Lysander 
Spooner Collective, Libertarian Books, Gaz & Kaz, 
Alternative Book Shop, Back Room Anarchist Centre, 


Lessons Learned 


The demo and jail episode really made me very angry!! A 
lot of people who had nothing to do withthe rowdier part 
of the demo were picked off and arrrested. The cops were 
all round being bastards, probably because we'd made them 
tun a little for the first time in their careers! Anyway, I 
think the demo accomplished a couple of things, if not 
more. First, it showed people that there are some of us 
who care about what's going on in the world, and who 
don't accept the greed, manipulation, violence, etc... It's 
sort of like ALF rescues - they may not accomplish the 
freeing of all the animals, but they show to the system 
that all is not accepted and swallowed passively. Second, 
the demo was a great emotional release for us, and we need 
to feel reasonably well and healthy if we're going to be 
able to do any work at all. Being in jail made me very 
angry - angry that this sort of shit (violence, deceipt, 
imprisonment, oppression) goes on on this planet, on the 
same planet that has flowers, trees, caring people!!!! How 
can we do this/ let this happen??? It all made me more 
determined than ever to work against the system to 
dismantle it, to try to help people feel and be happy and 
themselves, so-that this sort of crap won't be allowed to 
happen/won't happen. But I'm definately going to work 
harder on avoiding arrest - sitting in jail wastes time and 
energy; arrests use up money, energy and help the police 
try to break us down and keep track of us. 


People talked about the idea of bringing a class action suit 
against the police for various abuses. I'm not enthusiastic 
about this suit because I think it will just basically use up 
our much needed resources, and won't accomplish 
anything. The court is not going to decide anything in the 
favor of some “anarchists”. I agree the cops treated us like `^ 
shit and a lot of people were arrested unfairly (besides the 
obvious point that anyone arrested is arrested unfairly), 
but this is nothing unusual! Arguably, the cops:should be 


sued.as a warning,.or.as a waste of their time and money, =s

Playing Their Game 


Since May 4 a lot has happened. At this point we don't 
need money for legal defense. A lawyer was found who 
handled the cases for free. The 3 people with May (court) 
dates didn't appear and had warrants issued for them. On 
June 13 the rest had their court dates and 11 showed. All 
not appearing had warrants issued and their bonds increased 
by $1000, which they will be liable for if caught. The 
judge refused motions for continuances - postponement to 
later dates. It seems he's an ex-treasury agent who was on 
duty at the 1968 democratic convention, and feels that if 
you don't stop people when they commit small infractions 
it just leads to bigger ones. 


One woman had her own lawyer, and her case was dropped 
as the police were not willing to go to trial. One man had 
a court mix-up and is now trying to correct it. The other 9 
were defended by the group lawyer. As no City Attorney 
was present they were unable to push Disorderly Conduct, 
which is a city charge. A State's DA was there for the 
Mob Action charges. Most of what follows happened in 
conferences between our group, the lawyer, and the DA. I 
didn't agree with what they decided so I'll apologize ahead 
of time if my bias creeps in. 


Anyway, the State decided it wanted to clear everything up 
that day and they insisted on a package deal involving all 
9 defendants. They had the 9 divided into 3 groups: 3 
whose cases they were willing to drop; 3 who the police 
were willing to go to court with but on whom they 
wanted continuances; and 3 others who the police officers 
involved were available to go to trial that day. They said it 
was an ‘all or nothing’ thing, that is, accept the whole 
package or they would push all 9 cases. The lawyer said 
that they wanted 4 people, any 4, to take a fall. The deal 
worked out dropped all charges against 6 people but only

7 exchange, 4 "volunteers" agreed to plead "not guilty" and 
to "accept" 3 months of supervision. 


This means that all involved - judge, lawyers, defendants - 
accept the fact that certain "evidence" exists. There's no 
trial and the 2 lawyers and judge review the material in the 
judge's chambers. Acceptance of supervision is in teality a 
plea of guilty, and the defendant gives up all rights to a 
jury trial. While on supervision you agree not to break 
laws or carry firearms, and to réappear in court on a day at 
the end of the supervision period. If it's found out that any 
rules were violated, the person is found guilty of all 
original charges and has to face the new charges. 
Supervision is like probation, the difference being that 
there's no conviction on your record and after 1 1/2 years 
_ you can have evidence of it removed from your record. 


Anarchist Causes? 


I've heard from many people since May and feelings are 
split between using the (surplus) money for (another 
anarchist) conference and for Big Mountain. Some said 
that although it (Big Mm.) is a good cause, it's neither an 
anarchist nor revolutionary one. They said since money 
was collected for anarchists it should be used for them and 
not Big Min. The issue of how best to use our scarce 
resources and energies is complex and has no easy answer. 
The danger here is that we hold out and wait to use them 
only for that "ideal" or perfect cause - which comes along 
rarely if ever. 


Most of us make the distinction between anarchist causes 
and other ones which are good but not anarchist. We think 
of anarchist causes as involving only or mostly 
_ anarchists. I think this distinction is artificial and even 
dangerous. There are few scenarios in which those 
involved are primarily "card-carrying" anarchists. 


This type of debate has gone on with anarchists for years 
and I'm not going to end it now. For me an anarchist 
cause is one in which people struggle to free themselves

In Retrospect 


Between May Ist and 4th approximately 
400 anarchists/anti-authoritarians/like- 
minded individuals descended into Chicago 
for a weekend of workshops, demon- 
strations, and all-around hanging out. 

My impressions of the workshops I 
attended (probably the more controversial 
or heated ones, included "tech/anti-tech", 
gender politics, censorship and 
pornography) were that people have really 
thought about the topics and that many 
people have excellent critiques. 
Unfortunately, since most workshops were 
attended by people who didn't know each 
other previously, the terms of the critiques 
tended to be misinterpreted and/or 
misunderstood so that people wound up 
talking past each other (sometimes with a 
lot of anger) rather than with each other. 
What I mean to say is that when a bunch 
of individuals -continually hang out and 
discuss topics, a progression of ideas and

one reason I think that frequent regional 
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from governmental and societal oppression in ways 
consistant with anarchist principles and practices - on 
local levels, without the acceptance or imposition of an 
external ruling or governing body which then determines 
the will and direction of the people. They do not have to 
be formal anarchists but they must allow eachother the 
freedom to function with the compassion and respect for 
people and the earth that an anarchist way of life requires. 


My experience at Big Mountain showed me that it, like 
many other "modern" issues, fits these criteria. The fight 
that they are waging is against the very heart of the 
capitalist system we oppose. Their war is against the 
mine companies, desirous of greater profits at any cost. 
It's against the (Mormon) church which owns some of 
these companies and seeks to destroy their way of life, 
enslaving them in its own type of oppression. And it's 


against the US government which is acting as the agent of. 


these groups and is systematically destroying not only 
their communities and their land, but their ability to 
survive. The US has used every tactic at its disposal. The 
press has been used to propagandize a phony tribal dispute 
which provided the justification the government needed to 
take control. Once involved, the US has converted a self- 
sufficient people to one dependent on outside help; (they) 
have taken away their livestock, their water, their land, 
their children, their health, and their community. 


I would not call them anarchists nor will I attempt to 
show that they are “pre-anarchists", in the way that many 
anthropologists and anarchist scholars have done with 
other groups. That is not the point here. We must beware 
of isolating ourselves in little closed communities, 
offering nothing but some small bit of encouragement to 
“outsiders”, while we stand safe on the side-lines. In doing 
this we become nothing but intellectual or paper 
revolutionaries without any real involvement in the 
struggle around us. How can a revolutionary be content to 
wait for evo-lutionary change when significant change can 
be affected now? 


People have said that the decisions of the meeting 


gatherings are a good idea-so people 
outside local areas can define terms and 
extend their critiques.) The other problem 
was that the workshops were scheduled for 
only three hours: Too short a time to 
generate a significant discussion. 

Thursday evening was the traditional 
May Day march; this year the anarchist 
presence (300 or so) made it seem like the 
day had been reclaimed. Instead of 
Standing around listening to politicians 
bemoan the plight of workers, the 
anarchists decided to keep walking, 
doubling back on the march route along an 
adjacent street. The cops became nervous 
and blocked the mob at an underpass and 
grabbed the first two people in the group 
(the “leaders”, don't you know). A 
standoff ensued for nearly 30 minutes, after 
which the cops let the two go free. One 
can only speculate as to the reason for the 
-cops' backing down, but the combination 
of this apparent humiliation and the bad 
planning of the next day's demonstration 
was to have unpleasant results for many

hours after an emotionally-charged workshop on Big 
Min., were prejudiced by that workshop. This is probably 
true to some degree, but I'm not sure this is bad nor a 
valid criticism, The people there were intelligent and 
mature people who knew their own minds and were not 
children who were manipulated and led. It's hard for me to 
view the decision-making process of the May 4 meeting 
as non-anarchist. It was definately in the spirit of the 
Haymarket 86 - "Anarchy In Action" theme, Its decisions 
are as valid as those of any "authorized" body and more 
Tepresentative than those of any group, even the 
convention organizers. 


Here's what I've done (with the funds): 1) Returned $75 to 
someone needing money back; 2) Reserved $200 to help 
3 people return to Chicago at the end of their court 
supervision; 3) Used $250 to purchase food and medical 
supplies which was taken by us to Big Mtn. on July 3, 
along with supplies we had collected; 4) Used $200 to 
copy and pay for postage (for) the networking address list; 
5) Sent the remaining money, $75, to the people in 
Seattle editing a book on the conference. 


I know this won't satisfy everyone, but that's impossible. 
I hope discussion doesn't degenerate into name calling. 


- The most disturbing tendencies in anarchist circles 


recently have been paranoia, power and ego games; and 
real cruelty towards one another. This behavior is 
frightening for people calling themselves anarchists and 
demonstrates a lack of understanding of anarchism. 
Anarchism is not simply correct politics. We need to 
develop a total life style and way of relating to eachother 
and the world which is not oppressive, abusive, or 
dictatorial. Politics is a very small part of this. 


In closing I'd like to say that a lot of people put in a lot 
of effort to pull off the things I've described. There were 
sisters and brothers in Toronto, Seattle, Massachusettes, 
San Francisco, Chicago, and elsewhere who did more than 


I could ever say. I hope to see them all again and that we - 


can share saner times.

spent at IBM and the Tribune building); 
‘and then a few people who should have 
known better (the cops were very agitated 
due to the previous day's humiliation and 
the illegal nature of the “anti-capitalism" 
march) proceeded to commit various acts 
of property damage. I have never been one 
to condemn property damage, but there is a 
serious difference between acting in spite 
of the cops and acting to irritate or to get a 
reaction out of the cops. The former is 
self-activity; the latter serves to provoke 
the cops to carry out their duty as the up- 
holders of law and order. This in turn only 
allows individuals to re-act to the cops. 

As a result of the cops’ irritation 38 
people were arrested for Disorderly 
Conduct and (my favorite and yours) Mob 
Action Against the State. Some were 
busted for dispersing too quickly, some for 
dispersing too slowly; I was threatened 
with arrest twice for trying to see who was 
being thrown into paddy wagons. -The 
Chicago police. (not known for their 
politeness) on ‘the whole acted with 
restraint--no one was beaten and those who 
cooperated, by providing names . and 
allowing themselves to be fingerprinted, 
were released within the usual 12 hours. 

On Saturday evening there was a dinner 
made for everyone. This event was 
another example of poor planning, and the 
blame must be placed on the Chicago 


et - organizers; for reason they don't like 


vegetarians, The catered food supposedly 
consisted of macaroni salad, potato salad, 
green salad (made with scab iceberg 
lettuce), cheese lasagna, and lots of meat. 


_ I say "supposedly" because the only food I 


could have eaten was gone by the time I 
(and about-20 other vegetarians) arrived at 
the serving table. Besides, there was all 
together too much starch and almost no 
protein. The easiest way around this 
would have been to have the dinner 
entirely vegetarian; if the meat-eaters had 
really wanted to have some beef or chicken 
they could have gone out for a burger. I 
resented having to help pay for the meat 
by donating money to defer the cost of the 
dinner. (Special thanks 
must be extended to Gary and Karen from 
Harrisburg, and those who helped them 
make all their delicious food.) è 

On Sunday morning there was a 
liberal/social democrat gathering at the 
monument to the Haymarket anarchists. 
Arriving fashionably late, I missed the 
tangle which occurred when some 
anarchists put a black flag on the statue (it 
irked the leftists--especially since the 
media was there--that the "authentic 
inheritors of the martyrs’ legacy" were 
present, since they have consistently 
attempting to portray the eight anarchists 
as fighters for trade unionism, free speech, 
and liberalism). Some people enjoyed 
itreverently jumping to and from the 
neadstones of stalinists, much to the 
annoyance of many leftists who were 
there. There was also heckling, which was 
fun, but the lowpoint of the interaction 
were the mindless chants like "Long Live 
Anarchy" and "No More Bosses." From 
far away, one wouldn't have been able to 
tell who were anarchists and who were 
maoists. The highpoint of the event came 
after the dull speeches: The lefties filed 
past the statue and touched it reverently. 
Immediately shouts went up--"Touch the 
Martyrs’ Monument and be healed!", 
"Repent from the sin of Social 
Democracy" and others. 

Notwithstanding the bad planning and 
organization, I did enjoy being in Chicago. 


I met people with whom I've corresponded, 
and people with whom I share many ideas. 
I think friendships have been started, and 
others strengthened as a result of 
individuals being at the gathering. I look 
forward to more such events that will 
bring folks together from different places 
in order to consolidate friendships and 
widen contacts.

A group of leftists, 
liberals, and similar bozos came together 
to "commemorate" the Haymarket martyrs 
by defaming their memory with, lies, 
boring speeches, dull songs, and a 
procession featuring an Actual Touching 
of "Blessed" Monument Itself. 
Ritual and = ceremony. -alti 
consciousness. 
clumsy, performed or observed, "believed" 
in or not, their effect on Mind, "Spirit", 
and even physiology are easily confirmable 
by both personal perception and 
"scientific" observation. Personally, I pre- 
fer drugs, but this in no way makes me 
immune to ritual. I am human. My 
consciousness is alterable. Even “against” 
my “Will.” 

I am not using all these quotation marks 
as a literary device, but to connote the 
arbitariness of the definitions involved. 
Whenever we (arbitrarily) impose an

Partaking of the Sacred Caffeine, I set out 
with a good night's rest behind me and no 
idea what I was doing. A couple dozen 
anarchists and Wobblies arrived before me. 
Wreaths adorned the monument. A black 
flag emblazoned with the anarchist 
"trademark" had been placed in the hand of 
the magnificent bronze statue. To pass the 
time I examined the surrounding grave 
stones.. Emma Goldman is buried here, 


Lucy Parsons and Ben Reitman. But also - 


I saw many unknown and often 
unpronounceable-names with epithets like 
"he devoted his life to Liberty” and 
"Mother and Comrade.” ~My breath 
quickened and became shallow. My heart 
beat faster. My blood pressure. Strangest 
of all, a tear ran down my cheek. 

Like most males of my culture, I was 
heavily conditioned from an early age to 
repress public display of most emotion, 
most especially tears. Like the song (and 
school, church, parents and state) sez, 
"boys don't cry." Though I have 
("intellectually") rejected this principle for 
many years, I still find it difficult in most 
circumstances to break the conditioning 
without first having my consciousness 
altered by drugs, ritual, trauma, etc. That I 
should cry spontaneously when sober and 
rested, when I wasn't even trying to, 
should have clued me in immediately that 


ter. 
“Whether * well done ~ ‘or 


some external Force was effecting my 
consciousness. It didn't. Without 
conscious thought, I reflexively invoked 
culturally acquired generic male tear 
suppression program. In a brief moment 
of (false?) consciousness, I "rationalized" 
this behavior as "suitable" for "this time 
and place.” Though this program is 
usually easy to "log in", and easier to 
"execute", this time it wasn't working. 
This too should have clued me in. It 
didn't. I "concluded" that it was no big 
deal and simply ignored a significant part 
of my own consciousness. Such 
distancing of conscious awareness from 
emotion and the inevitable fragmenting of 
the whole which ensues is more than self- 
contradictory and precursive to cognitive 
dissonance. It flies in the face of the 
Logic which the Men of our People so 
exalt to the preclusion near all else. Why 
think with only part of your brain. Why 
engage in any inherently self hobbling 
behavior, especially “on purpose"? Like 
the man (?) said, "Highly illogical!” 

O.K. so a couple of tears fell out of my 
head. Big fucking deal. Ignore it. It will 
"go away.” It is so easy to ignore your 
emotions, especially if at any time in 
your life you . bought any of the 
patriarchy’s bullshit about “how to 
behave." To reject the dominant paradigm 
"intellectually" is only part of developing 
a- truly autonomous consciousness. 
“Autonomy” that is not second nature is 
illusory. Furthermore, it would seem that 
for all my supposed "enlightenment" that I 
too am perfectly capable of behaving as 
lame as the next guy.

“To make a long story short, some of 
"Them" wanted to take the black flag from 


“the statue before ("Their" part of) the 


ceremony began. Some of "Us" wanted to 
stop them. I don't know what motivated 
the rest of these guys, but I was just plane 
lame. I don't believe in flags. I don’t even 
believe in black flags. Even less than in 
burial do I believe in flags. In fact, if 
there is one thing I do believe in the burial 
of, it's flags. Yet there I was, squared off 
with a dozen strangers against two-three 
hundred hostile bozos. One of the left- 
liberal swine stepped up and grabbed the 
flag, defiling it with his foul touch. 
Before he could pull it away, one of "Us" 
grabbed him by the scruff of the neck and 
began to haul him down. A rather large 
polyester clad stalinist union hack (or so 
I'm told) grabbed him by the scruff of his 
neck and began to haul him off the first 
guy's back. Immediately I jumped on the 
big guy's back, twisted his arm beyond 
disablement but not quite to pain and 
threw a carotid choke hold on him. I didn't 
clamp down. I didn't have to. I could 
have snapped his neck like a chicken bone. 
He was totally at my mercy, and he knew 
it. I knew he knew it. He knew I knew 
he knew it. That was sufficient. He froze, 
still clutching the anarchist's collar. The 
anarchist probably thinking he was had, 
also froze, still holding the first guy's 
collar. The first guy, probably thinking 
he was about to be dashed to the concrete 
if he moved, also froze. His hand was still 
on the flag. The flag was still in the hand 
of the statue, the only one of us that had 
had the sense to remain still. There we 
were, four men and a bronze woman, 
frozen like characters in some historic 
tableau in a waxworks. The entire 
scenario resembled naught so much as the 
flurry of captures that resolves the rising 
tension of the Mid-game in chess. Bozo 
takes flag. Anarchist takes bozo. Union 
hack takes anarchist. I take hack. Check. 
Freeze frame. 

I looked over this jerk's shoulder at the 
monster brawl about to erupt, and for the 
first time all day achieved some semblance

of cognizance. The key question, of - 
course, was "How many of these guys are 
packing?" Even if only 1% were packing 
(probably a low estimate for Chicago) that 
still meant 12 to 18 rounds. One is 
enough. The "key question” didn't occur 
to me until later. My first thought was, 
"Here I am, committing at least aggravated 
Assault’ and perhaps ‘Mob Action Against 
the State’ in front of two to three hundred 
hostile witnesses, at least 50 cameras, and 
a TV news crews." Then I realized that I 
must not be "thinking" clearly or else I 
would not have gotten into such a position 
in the first place. I quickly concluded that 
if I were not in control of all my faculties, 
I would very likely come up hurt or in 
trouble at the conclusion. Both logic and 
intuition told me to pack it in. It is not’ 
my True Will to fight for mere symbols. 
For real things, yes, I am willing and able 
to fight. For Freedom, yes; for Justice, 
yes; for food, shelter, the necessities of 
life, yes. Any time. For flags, no. 

I don't know what went on in the other's 
minds. The upshot was that we all let go 
of each other at once and took a couple 
steps apart. A fifth guy (one of "Them") 
grabbed the mike and said, "OK, let's put 
it to a vote. How many people want to see 
the monument?" About one hand in four 
went up. "That settles it," he said, "the 
flag comes down." He snatched it down. I 
walked away dry eyed and disgusted. 

This sordid interlude was the definite 
low point of the gathering for me. The 
best parts were those times when we set o 
aside our many differences in- order to 
cooperate on those things on which we do 
agree. No, the vegans have not taken up 


beef to humor the omnivores, nor have the ~~ 


pacifists taken up arms. Far from it. But 
neither of these issues nor any of the ~ 
myriad others got in the way of our» 
working together on jail solidarity, 
support of Big Mountain, etc. If this type 
of thinking catches on, the state is 
doomed. P 

I also liked learning some new chants. 


Chanting ; definitely. alters the 
consciousness. My favorites were: “No 
More Chanting...No More 


Chanting..." and "One Two Three 
Four...Five Six Seven Eight!!!" ` 
Sez it all, huh?

CELEBRATE MAYDAY 


The Australian Anarchist Centenary Celebrations are over, 
the bills have been paid, the overseas and interstate guests 
have left. There is still the task of documenting this grand 
event and while this remains, the Australian Anarchist 
Centenary Celebrations Collective exists. I write this 
article as someone who participated in the A.A.C.C.C. 
meetings for a year and as such had the advantage of 
seeing a lot of talk become reality. 

While there were opportunities missed to confront past 
differences and to clarify persistant problems and conflicts, 
the result was a general supercedence of these and an 
attitude of co-operation and enthusiasm. There was too a 
feeling of ‘overload’ on the part of some collective 
members, something that could only have been avoided 
with more involvement and commitment from intending 
‘participants’. 

The days overlapped as the collective had its last pre- 
celebration meetings, the puppets and Australian anarchist 
historical display and banners were put on display, and late 
nights and early mornings and lots of anarchy became 
continuously featured in our lives. 

At 5 pm, April 31, the doors to Storey Hall at the Royal 
Melbourne Institute of Technology opened and many 


_ people began to scurry in and out carrying boxes of 


books, display boards and materials, all of which was used 
to set up the various exhibitions and displays. There was 
an Australian Anarchism Historical display, part of the 


= Venice International Anarchism Display, photos of 


anarchist graffiti, a display on anarchism in Gérmany and 
a display of cartoons and drawings done for the Libertarian 
Workers over the last decade. 

A space was set aside for children's activities and there 
were kids there moving boxes around and enjoying the 
general activity. Banners were dra d 
anarchist posters from around 
walls. Tables were set up for food and coffee. ‘The catering 
at the celebrations. had been organized by a small but 
dedicated group of Melbourne anarchists, with a little help

The police assisted with directing traffic and we marched 
down into the heart of the city. We stopped at the Bourke 
St. mall and many anarchists used the available 
microphone to talk about why they were there. It was 
obvious from the many wide grins that our sense of 
solidarity and pride was strong. 


- From there we headed up to the 8-hour monument. 


Melbourne was the place where the first 8-hour day was 
won by workers in 1856 and the monument was erected to 
remind all passers-by of that struggle. It stands near the 
Trades Hall - the site of many of the reformist union 
offices. At the monument we celebrated further our

reclamation of May 1 as MayDay. For many years now 
the trade union movement has organized the MayDay 
march on the first Sunday in May. In 1986 the black and 
red and black banners waved at the monument and the 
struggle of the Chicago anarchists and all those working 
folk who have lost their lives and liberty was 
acknowledged. We sang "Solidarity Forever" and then 
drifted back in small groups to the hall. Later, a few of us 
returned to the monument for the ‘official’ trade union 
organized wreath laying ceremony. Our heckling and flags 
made it clear that May 1 is not a day for mourning but for 
ORGANIZATION. 


& Into The Halls 


Thursday night was for me the most disappointing part of 
the celebrations. The lack of person-power prior to the 
celebrations had not made it possible for a performance to 
be organized and so instead.a microphone was placed at the 
front of the hall and an invitation extended to anyone who 
wanted to use it. Perhaps the small huddles of people 
discussing anarchy and the world thought it unnecessary to 
use this opportunity or perhaps no one wanted to appear 
‘authoritative’. For whatever the reason - and I think it has 


to do with a cultural cringe and insecurity about the 


significance of our actions - the only individuals t 


who began by screaming into it and ended by singing a 
song. 

The general malaise continued on until 9:30 pm, when 
most of us tried to listen to the live broadcast on 
community radio of a number of local and international 
comrades talking by telephone to 6 Chicago anarc! 
involved with organizing the anarchist MayDay 

in Chicago. After the broadcast there was a theatre

cleaners, only those who not only cleaned up their-own 
mess but that of others as well. We had no security 
officers, only those who took responsibility for their part 
in the collective decisions. A few people didn't co-operate 
and had to be asked to leave, Were they the oppressors or 
the oppressed? 


After Thursday night the only ones to throw themselves. 


into Friday with great energy were the kids. They went 
around playing-chasey in the hall. until they. went off 
swimming. The two activities they had most wanted were 
to go swimming and to watch a video. At 9:30 Friday 
morning, about 20 strained faces watched eachother while 
sitting in a circle discussing ‘conference ion’: the 
problems of the night before, the empty spaces on the 


various roster sheets. What do you do at an anarchist — 


gathering if many. of the participants act like consumers? 
This question remained contentious throughout the 
celebrations and was aired a number of times in the final 
plenary session as being a negative aspect of the 
celebrations, 

The conference proper - the organized workshops, 
discussions and papers - began on Friday evening. 
Sessions ranged from the media and its treatment of 
anarchism, with a large number of. participants, some of 
whom later held practical workshops on radio and print 
production. This was a far cry from the session on 
Anarchism and Marxism, which was presented in the form 
of an academic lecture and left a number of participants 
frustrated at their lack of opportunity to contribute. Other 
sessions covered anarchism in South London, the 'Third 
World’, the draft resisters movement, the libertarian 
aspects of Blake's work and Australian society and the 
State. j 

As well, the Film Festival opened with screenings of 
"Zero for Conduct", “Free Voice of Labour", "We Aim To 
Please" and "La Cecila". Judging by the number of people 
walking in and out at the beginnings and ends of the 
sessions, cinema is a good medium for spreading anarchist 
ideas. 


Saturday and Sunday were both days of conference talk, 
films and the hubbhubb of voices as hundreds of people 
came out and went and perused the material on display at

plenary session, where all conference participants could 


n as anarchists. We had no 


The session which attracted the largest audience was that 
on Anarchism and Gender Politics. Despite many 
complaints about this session, there is general agreement 
that it was the forerunner to two further discussions on 
Sunday and there is now a regular discussion occuring on 
the many issues raised under this theme. 

A number of workshops were designed as a basis for 
ongoing activity, and this was successful in the case of 
the Anarchist Black Cross which now exists in Australia 
and is beginning to establish its priorities. It is also true 
for the national ‘don't vote’ campaign. Some anarchists 
from the eastern capital cities discussed the processes for 
organizing such a campaign. Three meetings have been 
held in Melbourne to this end. 

While most of the workshop/discussions had been listed 
on the conference program, there were a number 
spontaneously organized on the struggle of the Builders 
Labourers Federation; two gender politics discussions 
mentioned earlier; one on the Anarcho-Syndicalist 
Federation and the International Workers Association. 
Perhaps there were others. I certainly couldn't keep track 
of the various activities. 


se spontaneously was the 


me) was its virtual 
to the session being taped. despite the option for 
individuals to signal if they personally didn't want to be 
i. The discussion around this objection lasted for 20 
minutes and without resolution. I don't know if the 
session was taped o Or not, but the behaviour demonstrated 
the varied understandings about anarchist decision-making. 
It<was a characterization of ‘the. joke about a group of 
anarchists lost together in the bush - they'd die of 


_ starvation before they could work out what to do. There is 
an Obvious need to talk about the issue of decision- 


making and the strong aversion to anything other than 
total concensus that exists among many Australian 
individualist anarchists - but the plenary was not the 
chosen forum. 

We went on to the positives and negatives. The most 
often mentioned negative came from those who'd been 
involved with different aspects of the celebrations 
Organization, and it was their opinion that many 
anarchists had passively consumed rather than dynamically 
participated. Many >f the tasks, such as children's 
activities, registratiou/information, cleaning up and food 
preparation fell to those who were seen as organizers. 
Other negatives were perceived sexism; not enough 
workshops on feminism; no plenary sessions scheduled - 
many of which were expressed as things others didn't do. 


_ The positives: no violence; reasonable dialogues; making 


contacts; renewing friendships; the MayDay march; 
making anarchism clearly visible and not to be dismissed 


in the struggle for human solutions to the problems ` 


confronting humanity. 

The celebrations included a aeeoea on Saturday 
night. A party well attended and enjoyed with bands, 
poetry, theatre, a classical ensemble and a live recording 
for posterity. 

Even the attempt by a number of marxists to steal some 
of the banners from the hall was thwarted. What looked 
like an easy act of sabotage was complicated by a number 
of anarchists’ practice of the flying tackle, a chase up the 
street and the last banner was surrended when one comrade 
threw himself on the car bonnet as the last act of persuit. 
One of the attackers dropped their wallet with documents 
and was thus easily identified. 

The kids too exhausted themselves at a special chidren's 
disco with flashing lights and loud music. 


Over the entrance to the hall hung a banner with the words 
attributed to Emma Goldman: "If I can't dance I

The company was kind enough to set up a small 
tourist area, complete with picnic benches overlooking 
their rape. A convenient push-button-operated recorded 
message told you the marvels and wonders of destroying 
our planet for her "natural resources". It helped our 
understanding, though, to visually see the destruction 
rather than simply reading words.

Big Mountain 


"U.S. Out Of N. America” 


We finally made it to the Big Mountain Survival Camp, 
where we set up camp and prepared to meet comrades and 
Indians and talk about plans and support for their struggle. 
Being an animal liberationist, I am constantly trying to 
find a synthesis between animal liberation and the native 
struggles and their lifestyles. It was probably for this 
reason that I chose to stay with a Navajo family during 
my time there; to try and develop a better under-standing 
of their way-of-life. My visit involved herding sheep, 
hauling water, and talking to the family at different oppor- 
tunities. I missed most of the Big Mtn. workshops as a 
result, but for me, this experience was just as (if not 
more) important. 


April 26, 86 
"I'm sitting in a Hogan just outside of the Big Mountain 
Survival Camp. It's the home of Ruby, a Navajo woman, 
and her children. I was out with Arthur (Ruby's son) this oo» 
morning helping and learning how to herd the sheep. This- 
morning I watched a sheep being carved up into little 
pieces; saw his guts pulled out; and helped hang him to 
dry. I was washing dishes when he was killed. 


"We arrived at the B.M.S.C. two days ago, and last night” 
T volunteered to help herd sheep, at which point I was 
committed from last night when I left the camp until 
probably tomorrow morning sometime. Talk about 
confusion! I really don't know where I stand about 
anything anymore. Especially in regard to animal rights 
and liberation. I guess there's a major difference be-tween 
McDonald's hamburgers and the sheep here, but these are 
still sentient beings whose lives are being manipulated. I 
have agreed to eat some of the meat of the sheep killed 
here today. 


"Today at the camp the Hopi and Navajo Elders are 
meeting with the representatives here from the Big Mtn. 
Support Groups across the country. I'm here (at Ruby's 
home) supposedly to free-up some time for Ruby, but 
Arthur is here as well, so I'm not really needed on the 
weekend. They would rather I stayed for a couple of weeks 
at least instead of one day, so today is mostly a learning 
experience for myself. The Camp itself consists of about 
350 people (yesterday's count), most of whom (well a 
large part anyway) are anarchists. The number is expected 
to rise to over 500 today. It's a pretty exciting place to be 
with everyone being friendly and helpful; all there for a 
single purpose - save Big Mountain. 


"I'm sort of regretting volunteering to help with the sheep 
today because I'm missing a good part of the gathering, 
But I guess this is my experience of the Survival 
Gathering, which is unique. This will be something I can 
take back and share with many people - specifically the 
anarchist gathering in Chicago in a few days. There will 
certainly be a twist to the animal liberation workshop I'm 
to help give there!” 


April 27, 86 

"Pretty soon I'll be leaving this ranch to go back to the 
Survival Camp. Yesterday, after a nap I took out the 
sheep by myself. I didn't allow them very much freedom 
to roam because I was quite unsure of myself in regard to 
finding my way back. I felt like a prison guard. I pretty 
much understand how to keep them all together, and it is 
much easier with two people doing it. The people here say 
they are missing one sheep. I don't know whether it was 
me who lost him (or her), or if s/he's really missing. In 
one way I feel that it's unfortunate because they might 
think I'm incompetent or something - ‘another white man 
fuck-up'. But in a stronger way I feel that if truly a sheep 
is missing, then hooray! for that sheep. There are 
somewhere around 110 sheep and goats here and surely 
one who decided to leave will not upset the balance of 
things.

Communicating 


“Last night I ate some of the sheep that was killed here, in 
a soup. I have to admit that, after the initial adjustment I 
had to make in my mind, the animal did taste good. This 
morning I had ham and milk as part of breakfast. Both 
came from the store and I didn't fully realize the difference 
until about half-way through the meal. I've had some good 
discussions with the Arthur's father here about the 
differences between the meat from animals raised and fed 
here on the farm and those bought in wrapped packages 
` from the store. He understood exactly what I was talking 
about. In fact, I've had quite a few small talks about 
= Several things: religion, politics, Big Mountain, life on 
_ the farm, etc., and I've had a chance to explain why I don't 
eat meat and, as well, about my anarchist politics. We 
agreed on a good amount. 


| "This morning I helped haul water from the well and fill 
the troughs for the horse and cow. The animals are 
coming home now from their morning graze. Last night 

| was pretty amazing with all the stars out. I was planning 

t to do a ‘reawakening’ ritual at midnight, but I fell asleep

Coming out of Big Mountain, our van broke down once 
again. It might have had something to do with the fact 
that we were carrying three more bodies (Great Peace 
Marchers coming with us to Chicago) as well as their 
camping gear. I guess it was a bit much for a '72 VW 
Bus! We managed to get a tow into Flagstaff, and we 
stayed at the Support House there while we made other 
travel plans. Being on a tight schedule at this point (in 
order to make Chicago on time) we left our van at a VW 
mechanic-friend's place while we drove two expensive 
‘drive-away' cars (only paying for gas) from Arizona to 
Chicago. It was the first time any of us had driven a fully- 
equiped Mercedes Benz - and I didn't know whether to 
laugh or be sick!! 


Since we drove straight through (24 hours non-stop) until 


two cars before we had to return them. I'm sure several“ 
anarchists present at Haymarket who saw us in them and. 
wondered who we were and where we came from are still 
questioning! It was sort of a joke with us, and we planned 
to explain at some point, but our arrests at the 
demonstration on May 2 cancelled that. So here goes: No, 
we are not rich; we don't own expensive cars; and we're 
not cops! Now I feel better!

Contaminated Water (Big Moun 


While herding sheep with Arthur, we carried a rifle in case 
other predators tried to take any. sheep. Arthur talked about 
taking shots at low-flying planes that cruised the area 
every now-and-again. He told me of one plane - an old 
bomber - that "mysteriously" crashed in the area about 
two years ago. Talking to his sister was not very pleasant. 
She has, understandably, much anger against white culture 
and people - a lot of which came out and was directed at 
me. There wasn't much I could say or do other than listen 
and learn. Their mother, Ruby, does not speak any 
english, so our communication was minimal - mostly 
translated through her children. Her husband worked in one 
of the cities, and is away for most of the time. He was 
there for the conference at the camp. and, as I wrote in my 
SE a we talked abo t many political’ .He-seemed

possessing christian-native magazines and denouncing the — 
Soviet Union as being much worse than the U.S. As with 
a vast majority of people - both white and native - he 
believed that the "justice" system was the only answer and 
solution to correcting the problems. I explained my anti- 
state/anti-authoritarian ideas, which he understood quite 
easily, and which he said he basically agreed with.

we reached Chicago, we had an extra three days with the 
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Continuing The Flight... 


Since the MayDay celebrations in Chicago, Kenn and 
Michael have continued travelling throughout the U.S., 
reaching places that we had all planned on going to 
originally. The following are excerpts from some of the 
letters we've received from them during the past few 
months. 


July 2. 86 

So here I am in Flagstaff - ready for the Sundance. 
I'm going up tomorrow and will come back down when 
there's a ride - the later the better. 

After organizing a collection for supplies and food for 
Big Mountain in San Francisco, it's great to be here. ... I 
came here with feathers and beads and shells and money. 
Til buy cases of fruit and vegetables in the morning to 
take up. 

I flew from. San Francisco to Flagstaff with (friends) 
in a 7-seat twin engine cesna. Down the mountains of 
California, over the Mojave desert, and over those 
beautiful red rocks south of Flagstaff. ... (We stayed) at 
the Hopi Cultural Centre near Kykotsmovi, which was 
even closer to where we wanted to be in the morning. 
That night, when we got to the centre, I went to the pay 
phone... There, standing in the phone booth was Steve 
from Santa Barbara - the guy I'd originally planned to do 
the supply run with. He had to go to Georgia, so we 
couldn't do it (so I flew instead). I definately believe in 
magic now. (There was little doubt in my mind anyway.) 

In the morning, ... Steve took us to visit 
Thomas Banyacya in Kykotsmovi. ... When I met him in 
San Francisco and told him about Big Mountain and the

food run, he got excited because he'd wanted to take some 
gifts to Thomas for a long time... 

Steve and I drove up to Big Mtn. and visited the 
Support Camp and the Sundance Camp briefly. I checked 
with people and the work is being done by the zillions of 
people who've come out. I'm going to fast and 
meditate/pray at the Sundance. I was going to herd sheep 
if they needed me, but they don't. 

Then we drove up to the Grand Canyon and along it 
during the afternoon and we watched the sun set there 
before driving back down to Flagstaff... 

The day before flying out here was Gay Day in San 
Francisco. The fairies marched in the parade behind an 
amazing percussion band called Sista-Boom. Then there 
was a festival at City Hall which consisted of hundreds of 
thousands of people laying on the grass, getting high. A 
fun day indeed. 

So I guess that's it for the update. Give my love to 
everyone there. Hope to see y'all soon. 

Be free! 


July 25, 86 

On the road again. ... We went up to Hotevilla to see 
the Hopi Kachina Home Dance. ... Went to Monument 
Valley, Canyon de Chelly, 4 Corners, etc. Sight seeing 
and filming nuclear dump sites and monster power plants. 
.. Michael and I are going to the Grand Canyon and 
around before going west ourselves - in the van! It goes 
pretty well. The transmission is serious, but with patience 
and just the tiniest crunch, one can change gears. If we get 
that far, we hope to visit (friends) - 80(?) year old gay 
couple who have been working with Indian liberations 
since for-ever. We'll make our way up the coast to 
Vancouver eventually ... 


Aug. 21, 86 

Did the "zoom around Arizona and see all the big 
earth things" tour. Came across the desert to California. 
Stayed in L.A. for a bit ... Great to hear of the (ALF's) 
return to the University of Toronto! Hooray! In San 
Francisco visiting everyone. There's a faerie gathering in 


S. Oregon next week. On the way to Vancouver and then 


to Ti ntually, Really looking forward to- 
taking part in building more community there - being 
alone makes,a.support group much more desirable. The 
new energy and things learned from travelling will 
hopefully provide stamina for work there. 


Oct. 1. 86 
Michael and I are now in Eugene, Oregon and on our 
way north. ... Spending about all our time with faeries 


- (gay, shaman) and learning the magic of love. ... So 


rumour has it that ... anonymous (persons) are making a 
bookstore happen. Is this the manifestation of the much 
prayed-for community space and archives (so I can do 
something useful with books and files while I wander the 
world?!) (Yes! Canada's second’ anarchist bookstore, 
probably to be called "Solstice Books", will be opening in 
the near future in Toronto!-Ed.)

SEA SHEPHERD LOG 


August 1986 


No whales were killed in the Faroe Islands from mid- 
June to mid-July because the Sea Shepherd was there to 
prevent the killing. Typically, an average of 300 pilot 
whales are killed during this period each year. This year 
we were there because you put us there. _ 

This is only the second time that the pilot whale kill 
has been halted. the first time was in August, 1985 
(again, a month of traditionally high kills) when the Sea 
Shepherd and crew first visited the Faroes to negotiate a 
halt with Prime Minister Atli P. Dam. Although several 
of our demands were agreed to at the time (among them a 
temporary ban on killing and prohibiting the use of 
children in the hunt) they later reneged and resumed killing 
shortly after we left. This has led us to the conclusion that 
we cannot negotiate with the Faroese in good faith. 
Instead, we must convince them to stop the slaughter 
through direct action, our boycott of Danish and Faroese 
products and international condemnation of the hunt. Our 
success with the Canadian harp seal hunt has shown that 
these methods work. 


Having been cleared by Faroese customs we sent 
ashore a landing party to Torshavn on June 21st 


_ consisting of three crewmembers and two freelance 


reporters. Though they had broken no laws, the five were 


_ promptly arrested and taken to jail. 


Unaware of the arrests, and growing worried about the 
landing party, we sent our second and last inflatable boat 


ashore with crewmembers Nick Taylor and Rod Coronado. 
Surmising that the first party had been arrested, Nick and 
Rod attempted to at least retrieve the first inflatable boat. 
They were met by eight police officers who proceeded to 
beat them before dragging them into waiting police cars. 

Nick and Rod did not resist arrest in any way. For 
their co-operation Rod received minor facial injuries and 
Nick's back was injured from being lifted by his hands 
while they were handcuffed behind his back. The arrests 
(without charges) and beatings were later denied by the 
Faroese police and the Danish ambassador to Canada. 
Their cover-up was later refuted not only by us but also 
by the British and American consulates in Copenhagen as 
well as the British Broadcasting Corp. documentary crew 
aboard the Sea Shepherd, who had the whole incident on 
film. 

Although the two freelance reporters were released 
after only two days, the five Sea Shepherd volunteers were 
held for five days in solitary confinement and without 
medical attention. 

Without the help of Amnesty International these five 
volunteers may have remained in jail indefinately. 
However, with their help the five were returned to our 
ship after only five days. Our thanks go out to the good 
people at Amnesty International for their help. 

Having had our crewmembers retumed to the ship we 
travelled to Scotland to seek medical attention for Nick 
Taylor's back and fresh supplies for the galley. 

Although the Faroese authorities ordered us not to 


` were no injuries on either side. _ 
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return to any Scandinavian country for five years, we 
returned to the Faroes in early July to again protect the 
pilot whales. We had broken no laws and we felt our job 
could be done outside the three mile limit in international 
waters. 

When we first decided to attempt to protect the pilot 
whales in the Faroes we wondered how it could be done. 
How could we stop the killing ashore while we were on a 
ship at sea? And why weren't they killing whales when we 
were there even though we had arrived during their most 
active killing season. 

The answers became apparent to us with the growing 
frustration of the whalers and the Faroese police. The 
answer was simple. Though the killing is done on shore 
and in small bays the whalers must first round up the 
passing families of whales with small boats as they pass 
by the islands. To do this they must venture out beyond 
the three mile limit and into international waters. Only 
one thing stood in their way. A 200 foot steel trawler 
with a dented hull and a crew who had been physically 
beaten but returned just the same. The frustration of the 
Faroese would manifest itself shortly in an armed assault 
on our unarmed vessel. 


Faroese Police Attack 


On the morning of July 12th at about 4:00am, which 
is nearly broad daylight at that latitude, we remained four 
miles off the Faroes in international waters. Captain 
Watson watched as the Faroese gunboat "Olvur Hagli", 
similar in size to the Sea Shepherd, edged closer to within 
a few miles of our position. Three high powered inflatable 
boats were then lowered into the water to pursue us. As 
they approached our now moving vessel we counted a 
total of 13 police officers armed with automatic weapons 
and tear gas launchers. 

As the first inflatable pulled up alongside, Captain 
Watson leaned over the starboard side. Looking 15 feet 
down at an officer he asked, "What are your intentions?" 
The officer answered by firing a tear gas projectile directly 
at him which missed his head by inches. 

The Faroese would later claim that we initiated the 
shooting and this would later be refuted by film director” 
Jeff Goodman who was on board at the time witrh the

that the Faroese police opened fire on an unarmed vessel 
in international waters without provocation. Luckily there. 


de. Ses, 

The inflatables pursued the Sea Shepherd for 35 miles” 
and the gunboat continued to chase for an additional 50 
miles. The next day we landed in the Hebrides, just west 
of Scotland, and turned a film record of the incident over 
to the BBC so that the truth of the encounter would be 
known. 

We remain committed to stopping the slaughter on 
the Faroe Islands. The Faroese have shown their disregard 
now for human lives as well as those of the pilot whales. 
While the Faroese continue to kill whales, we are 
compelled-to return to stop them from killing whales. The 
Sea Shepherd, now with bullet holes and a few extra 
dents, is currently docked in Southern England near Bristol 
for repairs. We intend to go back.

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_ AFTER CHERNOBYL: 
ANTI-NUKE ACTIONS 


A common criticism against the progressive movements 
being thrown by right-wing, pro-nuclear interests, is that 
of the apparent lack of response to the Chernobyl disaster. 
The following reports give a brief look at the outrage and 
anger that was demonstrated in Europe by anarchists and 


other militants, against all of the nuclear madness. 


“AGAINST 
NUCLEAR 
TERRORISTS 


Since the Chernobyl disaster there have been 
demonstrations all over Europe. There is still little news 
from the Eastern Bloc, due to State control of the media. 
In the West, many demonstrations have gone unreported 
and high radiation levels are kept quiet whenever possible. 


On May 10th, around 2000 people marched on Ploucez in 
N. France where a new nuclear power plant is to be built. 
On the same day, around 400 people gathered outside 
‘Trawfysnedd nuclear power plant in Snowdonia National 
Park in Wales, where it was admited that 12 tons of 
radioactive carbon dioxide leaked through a faulty valve. A 
further demonstration by Friends of the Earth went, as far 
as we know, unreported. 


On May 11th and 12th there were mass demonstrations 
across West Germany. 50,000 people marched in Munich. 
And West German farmers blockaded a nuclear waste 
dump. About 10,000 French and German people marched 
on either side of the Rhine, near a nuclear power plant at 
Fassenheim. They were lead by two cows and a 
wheelbarrow full of contaminated vegetables. While 
vegetables and milk were banned on the German side of 
the river, the French authorities insisted that on their side 
all was normal. Eventually restrictions began on the 
French side of the border after leaks revealed tha 
-were up to 400 times normal if Varioud p arts of Fi 

There were also actions in the Netherlands, Sweden: 
Norway, Yugoslavia, and Spain. 


In Berlin there have been at least four demonstrations. In 
one case, huge amounts of undrinkable milk was thrown 
into the streets. In another, midwives demonstrated against 
the threat of deformities to the unborn. In another, tons of 
contaminated vegetables and sand from kid's playgrounds 
were dumped at a main intersection, causing chaos as 
police with rubber gloves moved in reluctantly to remove 
it. In East Berlin the State allowed no figures to be 
released and insisted all was normal. But nobody was 
eating the vegetables.

POLICE ATTACK 
CHERNOBYL 
PROTEST 


On May 11th in Athens a demonstration against the 
nuclear disaster in Chernobyl was to commence outside 
the building of Athens University. When people began to 
arrive, the police began to attack them, badly wounding 
one womyn and wounding-many others. 


The demonstration turned into a march through the city of 
Athens, but only about 100 people came as many people 
had been put off by the ferocity of the attack by the police 
at the campus. This march was also attacked by the 
police. 

Another march headed for Exarchia Square; this too was 
attacked although on this occasion the protesters fought 
back with molotov cocktails. After this second march 
finished the protesters went back to Exarchia Square where 
they were beseiged by police. This was around 9:30 pm. 
A battle ensued, and over 200 arrests were made. Later that 
night banks all over Athens were firebombed. The 
following morning the police claimed they had made only 
70 arrests. 


On the evening of May 13th, around 1500 anarchists 
marched in an anti-nuclear demonstration. This was the 
third attempt to hold it, as on the two previous occasions 
it had to be postponed due to police intimidation. Once 
again the anarchists were attacked. And so in revenge two 
police motor cycles were set on fire and destroyed and nine 
police were hospitalized. As usual, the police attacked 
Exarchia Square. Around 100 Anarchists were attacked by 
the police and thirty are due to appear in court. 


that those arrested will be beaten and torte 
Anarchist organizations are asked to show su 0 
comrades. 13 have stated they will defend EAA in 
courts; they face charges of participating in a prohibited 
march and ' endangering the security of Athens’. One is 
also charged with aiding the escape of a prisoner. Most of 
those arrested have been badly beaten up.

SQUATTERS 
MOBILIZE 


The last week in June the squatters in Copenhagen made 
their annual spring mobilization. This year it was called 
"The Pirate Week" and like the three previous years it was 
composed of single days focusing on different struggles. 
The first day, 500 pirates had a demonstration through the 
streets of Copenhagen. There were fireworks, many pirate 
flags, and a banner which read " Fight the False Modesty - 
Solidarity with the West European Resistance". At the end 
of the march, the pirates rushed onto an old ferryboat. 15 
pirates had already occupied the boat the night before, and 
let down rope ladders to help the others get on board. The 
boat was occupied and defended for 20 hours before it was 


~ abandoned. 


On another day of Pirate Week, the anti-apartheid 
struggles were highlighted when a large Danish company 
doing business with South Africa was blockaded. The 
police smashed through the blockade and chased the pirates 
throughout the streets of Copenhagen. Other days focused 
on culture, and a new NATO highway, among other 
things. -
